TH£1 BEN ATE AT WOJiK, 

The upper hcuae is bcginninor to make 
ita inQuenco felt at ):.>it. It took hold 
la&t week of Roberlaon's bill to amend the 
law of uvidonco^vor In other Vprdsi to per- 
mit agnostioa and f teethiukers to affirm in 
courts of law instead of taking the oath, 
and ulluutuully aat upon it. Before giving 
it ita quietus "the lorda" had a dubate in 
wbioh some fuany argumontg were ad- 
Tanoed. The majority of them were con- 
.vinced that the bill was oaloulated to pro- 
mote atheiam and do all aor^Vof harm to 
morality, and one of them even want an 
far as to advooato that those who would 
not take the oath ahould bo punishod. 
Thou the day following there wu» a circus, 
tetwoon John O'Donohoe and Frank 
Smith, two Irish. Catholic senatora. 
O'Donohoe thinks ha should be in the 
oabinet as the repcesentatiTs of that class ; 
the Irish Oatholio's of the west don't caru 
for him and don't want him as their re- 
presentative; and aoattheir request Frank 
Simith was given a position in the cabinet 
but without portfolio. It ia now four 
years since the nogotiationa woro in pro- 
gress, and although O'Donohoe hua since 
then been elevated to the aeunto he has 
never i;ot over his dioaupointmont, and at 
laat it haH found voiit in a vituporntivo at- 
tack oil his conipiitriot, The aubjeot will 
again be taken up ne.\t week and there 
tvill be a great washing of dirty iinen bo- 
fore the angry paaaiona of the O'Donohoe 
are appeioaed. Sin{;ular to say while the 
.senate was affording endless amusement 
to the crowd of strangers and members 
■who had gone over to the east wing in aa- 
ticipatiun of fun the commons was discus- 
sing with a determined air a resolution of 
Mills advocating an elective senate. Al- 
though the government declined to accept 
the motion and defended the present sys- 
tem of appointment to acuta in the second 
ehamber there appears to be a strong un- 
dercurrent of public opinion setting in in 
the direction of a change. The senators 
aa a whole are not tho best legialatorR in 
the world — far from it— and although 
there are some able men in tho senate 
thoir efforts are chocked by the majority. 
The opposition are tho avowed champions 
of reform in this respect, and if theyonco 
get into power again doubtless some pro- 
position will be made to change the con- 
stitution. A method for changing the 
present system which finds some favor is 
to allow the present senators to ' retain 
■their seats for a term of years or for life, 
but aa vacancies occur have them filled up 
by the local Iv^gislaturca. This would 
make tho altexatioti a gradual one and 
-would not be too great a strain on the 
constitution. 



SOUMS OF POLLING IN CITIES. 

For the past two or three years the 
-workingmen of Eastern Canada have been 
preaaiug, ihruugu their trades oouncils, 
for an extension of the hours of polling 
in cities, the reason urged in favor of the 
ohiange being that workmen ib many oases 
reside at a long distance from the place 
■whore they are employed, and that it ia 
impoaaiblfl for them to record tlieir votes 
■without losing time, and ounaequently 
money, in having to leave their omploy- 
mcut if they desire to exorciee the right 
of voting. With the view of meeting thoir 
wishes, Mr. McCarthy introduced a bill 
this eeflaion extending the houraof polling 
in Doniiniun elections until 8 p. m., and 
the second reading of tho measure was 
cnoved this week. The sentiment of. the 
house appeared to be against aay change, 
as the bill was killed ou a vote of ''3 to 
89. Messrs. Homer, Shakespeare and 
Gordon voted for the bill, and Blr. Reid 
gainst it. Tile workingmon are not like- 
y to remain content with the present state 
of affaira, and will doubtlaBS presa their 
views with auoh poraistonoy that in tima 
they will attain their object. 

OLAD8T0NE STILL PREMIER. 

Dispatohee received lute lo . night make 
it apparo'it that tho annouucomont of 
Gladstone's resignation waa utterly un- 
founded, the conclusion having been hasti- 
ly reached in oona^quenoe of -his, journey 
to Windsor to hare audience with her 
majesty. The reason for his visit is sup- 
posed to have been to arrange for the dis- 
solution of parliament in the event of tho 
government's defeat on the second read- 
ing of ithe home rule bill. Matters are 
therefore - in the same condition as they 
iirere,' aiid the veteran atateiman still pre- 
sents a bold front to the political crisis 
that ia moat certainly awaiting Great 
Britain and Ireland, — a crisia which Mr. 
Gladatone ia apparently determined shall 
be decided by a vote of the present houao 
upon his homo rule bill — so <;igantic in 
its proportiona, ao crude and inadequate 
in its details. 

PUBLIC LANDS IN B. C. 

The government measure dealing with 
the administration of public lands'in Brit- 
ish Columbia has passed the houae. A 
brief discuasion took place in oonimittoe 
during the course of which tho minister 
of the interior dtated that the bill would 
embrace all the lands of the Dominion 
■within B. C. tilr. Blake asked what waa 
to become of Mr. Trutcii, because he be- 
lieved his services were very valuiible to 
the people of B C, as they had been to 
the country? Was he to be suspended 
altdgether ? Mr. W hite replied that no- 
tice would hare to be givijn of the ques- 
tion. Later on Peter.Mitohell hsd a shot

I4»RD FARNBOiSOUGIE DEAD. 

Better Known caencrnlly ns Sir 

'riiomus Tlrskinc May. 

London, May 17. — Sir Thoraaa Erakine 
May, the well-known parliamentary au- 
thority, did not live long to enjoy hia ele- 
vation to tho peerage. He was born in 
1815 and received hia education at Bed- 
ford grammar school. Ho was called to 
the bor^at.Middle Temple in 1838. He 
was examiner'bf petitions for private bills 
from 1846 to 1856, assistant clerk of tho 
Louse of commons from 1856 to_1871, 
when he became clerk, which ponition he 
filled until the beginning of the present 
year, whan ill-health made him yield to 
the advice of- hia physicians and reaign. 
He was gazattad Baron Farnborough on 
the nth inst., and passed away quietly 
to-day at hia country residence in his 71st

Yan<;ol'vru, May 24. 
Your correspondent called to-day on 
Mr. H. Abbott, general superintendent of 
the Pacific division of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, and made inquiries as to the 
state of the road in th,e mountains, the 
probable time which would olapso before 
the line opened for constant tratiic, and 
the company's intontiona as to toniiinal 
facilities to bo coiiatructod at this point. 

IS TUK MOUNTil.N.S. 

Mr. Abbott stated that he loft Donald on 
Friday, the 14th of May, and the train 
cama west within two and ono-lialf miles 
of the summit of the Selkirk range, where 
a hand-car wua taken to the summit. 
From aix to eight feet of snow was on tho 
level on tho summit fur about half n 
mile, where a elide had dcciutl'lI. West 
of the auiuinit tliore was ii doptli i.f fioai 
two to three feel of snow for three iniloa, 
which gradually diminished until it en- 
tirely diaappeared about five miles from 
tho summit. He walked .'two and one- 
half miles across "tho loop,'' the track 
winding at this point into two long '.oops, 
increasing the two and ono-half miles 
diatuiioo in a straight line to 11 vd tor- 
tuoua milea. This ia the only portion of 
tho road that waa not gone over, an 
earth-alide at the lower end of the loop 
preventing connection through from 
Donald to Farwell. The slide is proba- 
bly removed by this time. At tho end 
of the loop an engine waa in waiting to 
convoy Mr. Abbott to Furwell. 

Where anow-alides have occurred they 
have filled the cuta with snow. Thia has 
cauaod in part tho delay in running trains 
through. Owing to there being no men 
employed in repairing the track through 
the winter and spring months, the fresh- 
ets from the hilla have in many placea 
washed out amnll portions of the road- 
bod, but on tho whole Mr. Abbott states 
that the damage sustained ia trifling, and 
a short time only will be occupied in 
making the track ready for the running 
of trains. ' . 

A mile and a half west of Farwell the 
road ia built through bad material, com- 
monly known aa "gumbo," and for a 
mile the track haa been rendered impaaa- 
ablo. However, this ia tho only piece uf 
roud between Farwell and Savonas that 
was not in a condition, ut the time Mr. 
Abbott pttsaed throuj^h, for the safe run- 
ning of irair.s. There can be no doubt 
that a train will pasa over tho whole dis- 
tance between Donald and Savonas by 
the lat of June. 

When railway work auapended last No- 
vember no station buildings or tank 
houses had been constructed, but a large 
force of carpenters are now at work 
erecting these, About 1200 men are em- 
ployed in the mountains, and 700 more 
are on the way. Common report in the 
mountains states that the aeaaon has boen 
unusually late and by this time snow in 
former years had entirely diaappaiirod. 
Mr. Abbott is confident that rec;ular 
trains can be run, unless some unforeseen 
event in the meantime occurs to prevent, 
on or before the 1st of July. 

TEB.MINAL KACILITIKS. 

The contract has boon awarded to tho 
California Bridgo Co, for the erection of 
a steamship wharf in front of the prop- 
erty recently placed on the market by 
the 0. P. B. This will be 1000 feet in 
length, oonstructfld of wood. - Work, on 
the wharf will be commenced on the lat 
of Juno. 

The atatioti buildings will be contraoted 
for as soon as tho aito is graded. Freight 
warehouaos will also bo erected ua aocn aa 
the grade ia ready for them. It is ex- 
pected that work on them will begin in a 
couple uf weeks. The ofiicea for tho 
company are at present in oourso of con- 
struction on the reaerve for railway pur- 
poses in front of block 13. All these 
buildings will bo of wood, well finiahed. 

The machine shops, round houses, etc., 
which will be of briok, will be placed on 
tho English bay side of False creek, where 
it ia well known that tho company liave 
5,000 acrea of land. The aite is now be- 
ing cleared for thoac, and i\Ir. Abbott ia 
anxioua to coramanoe their orootion at 
onco and complete them before the rainy 
season sets in. They will be the principal 
workahops of tho company weal uf Winni- 
peg, and will employ a large number of 
men. 

Tho hotel ground, on the moat promi- 
nent part of the old Oranvillo reserve, ia 
about clear, and the contract for excava- 
tion was lot to-day. The foundation and 
brick work will be proceeded with aa aoun 
as the ni'aterial can be procured, bricks 
now being manufactured for the purposu. 

Buaidea tho terminal buildinga, Mr. 
Abbott is also clearing two villa lots for 
the purpose of placing a handsome resi- 
dence thereon, 'rhia will be a blufl" com- 
manding a fine view of the bay and inlet. 

THE K.XTKN.SION, 

The contract for bringing down the line 
from Port Moody to English Bay is for 
completion by the lat of July, and rails 
will be on hand by that time to iron it; 
but owing to the absurd obataclc.i liirowu 
in the way of the company by prnporly 
ownera, tho opening of tho extenaion for 
train tratiio will be somewhat delayed. 
Thia detention would have been avoided 
if owners of property had. evinced a dosiro 
to deal in a reasonuole spirit with the com- 
pany, their present hostile position not 
securing them any advantage. 

TIIROUOH TO VIOTOBIA. 

An undoratanding has been arrived at 
with the Canadian Pacific Navigation Co., 
whereby the latter will run a steamer to 
moot all trains, for the purpose of con- 
veying passengers, mails and freight to 
Victoria, thus securing to the latter the 
quickest possible comtnunioation with the 
eastern provinces and states.

IDAHO, 

Blaoefoot, May 25. — Marshal Duboia 
and Deputies Oreeh, Qrierson, >^ Baasett 
and Jones leave here on the morning of 
May 26th with a carload of Idaho poly- 
gainista snntonced to tho house of correc- 
tion, Detroit, Michigan.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fu.'VNui.sco, May 35. — Five hun- 
dred more graders have been added to the 
conatruotion force of tho California and 
Oregon railway above Delta. There are 
now in all 2600 men at: work, 2100 of 
whom are Ohineae. It is now thought 
possible tho road will bo completed to 
connect with the Oregon and California 
lino from Portland within tho next oight- 
con months. 

A decision was rendered in the U. S. 
circuit court to-day by Judges UofTman 
and Salin in the caao of Lee Ah Doi, 
charged with purchasing and holding six 
Chinese women aa alavea. Tho court de- 
cided that since the adoption of the 13th 
amendment to the constitution slavery 
ciinnot exist in the U. S. and therefore 
thero could be no punishment for such an 
act. Tho prisoner was therefore dis- 
charged.. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Cuicuio, May 25,— Fully 10,000 
friends uf home rulo in Ireland wore pre- 
sent to-night at a meeting hold in behalf 
of that cause. Governor Oglesby was 
chosen chairman of the meeting and there 
were 300 vico prosidenta, among whom 
were judges and congreaaman and niinia- 
twrs of nil denominations. 

Sr. PdUL, May 26,— A Miles City Pio- 
neer Preaa dispatch says: Many of the 
most extensive stock growers of this ter- 
ritory are driving largo bands of cattle 
acro8.^ the border, and aro pasturing them 
on the northwest territory ranges, which 
are !eRf?(;d from tho Canadian govornnient 
for a toi ra of 21 years. A party started 
from horo this morning to survey ranjies 
in Uio Dominion for Montana cattle own- 
era. No duty is charged tin' the cattle 
driven across to feed. Canadian rangers 
are incensed against tho Dominion gov- 
ernment for permitting Montana drovers 
this privilege, and will potition-to rovoko 
the law granting such right.

ONTARIO. 

ToaoNTO, .May 25. — For over three hours 
to-night the city waa under mob rule. 
Word was received by tho Knights of Labor 
that omniliu.'ies from Kingston for tho use 
of street railway strikcrH would arrive here 
botwoou G aud 7 o'clock to-night, and a 
largo crowd went to meet them, accom- 
panied by a brass baud, On their arrival 
the omniuii^? wore driven slowly through 
the principal st.eota, the crowd gradually 
increasing in nnmber, until nearly 3,000 
persons were following in proceaaiou. 
Every street oar met on the return -was at- 
tacked with bricks and stones. Passeugors, 
drivers nnd condnctora were ejected, and 
the wildest uproar was kept up, the police 
being po'ft'erlesH to do anything. Between 
thirty aud forty street cars wore wrecked in 
this way, aud are now lying in the com- 
pany's shops. Such a scene has seldom, if 
ever, been Keen in Toronto. So far as known 
no poraon was dangerously injured. Had 
not the Knights of Labor broken up the 
procession much more serious results 
would have followed.

In tho seunte to-day Mr, llolnnea moved 
for a return showing the names of those 
mcmborti of tho Keuate aud bouse of com- 
mouB who received free passcrS. from the 
Cnn'adiaii Faci&o or Orand Trunk Bailway 
companies. Ho said that the Canadian Pa- 
cific company had undertaken to boycott 
thoae members who opposed ony of their 
doimunls upon parliament. Last year frea 
passes bad- boon sent to members without 
solicitation, but this year all who had ven- 
tured to criticize the Oanacliau Paeiflo Rail- 
way loan bill ot last session had been 
passed over. Ho brought the matter 
before the house with a view of dis- 
couraging the vicious gystem of issuing 
passes lo favored members, or rather to the 
supporters of tho government, without 
making it general. An 'uuderatandiug had 
been arrived at between the Qraud Trunk 
and tho Oanadian Pacific companies, at the 
beginning of this year, that no free paasea 
should V)o issued to members of parliament, 
but on tho return of tho Ifloder of the gov- 
uriimeiit aud Sir Goorgo Stephen from Eng- 
land, when it was found that the Canadian 
Pacific company would have to apply to 
parliament for further aid, the arrangement 
was broken aud

to members supporting the governmout, 
Uo believed the.ie passes wor» given for tho 
most Hellish aud sordid purposes. They 
wore given in order to place the goveru- 
mout supporters uuder au obligation to the 
company. Tho motive was lo bribe. Tho 
proceeding could not bo looked upon in any 
other light but that of suspicion. 

Mr. Ogilvio said bo had heard something 
about Senator Mclnues and free paaaas; 
that the virtuous indignaliou oipressod had 
only been aroused when his application for 
a free pnsa-had been refused by the Cana- 
dian Faoifio railway. A letter from Senator 
McInnoB to Mr.YanHorne waa read, as fol- 
fows:

Sir: — •.•Vll tho lueuibers ot the ooramoua 
and tho senate, with tho eiception of tho 
undersigned, have received hiilf-fare pasBoa 
from all railway companies in Canada — aud 
I underataud a majority of Iheui free passes 
over tho Canadian Pacific rail'way east of 
Fort Arthur. As I am the only exception, 
would like to know tho reason why.

The discussion was continued by UeasrB, 
Flint, Yidal and others. 

Mr. Plumb said ho did not wish to keep 
the senate more than a few minutes iu mak- 
ing u brief stntemout.

The upshot of to- day's meeting of the 
cabinet is virtujlly a move in the direc- 
tion of coiieeaaion to disalVoctod liberals. 
Several ol" the luini-ster-s urge that clau.se 
2-1 of tlio hoina rule bill bo eliminated. 
After a long diacuasion it was decided to 
leave the matter iu Gladstoue'a hands to 
deal, with as ho might think tit. Ilia' 
mind was apparently quickly made up, for 
early ill the evening government wnipa 
wore iiistriK'teLl to aumnion rank and file 
of tliH liboral party to .1 goEioral meeting 
on Thursday when modifications on liome 
rule will be announced in order to pro- 
aerro the govorniuout from defeat on the 
second roadin({. Morley waa alone in 
continuing to oppose the omiaaion of 
clause 24 from the home rule bill. 

Hartiniitini's soflioii .maintain their 
j oiuiiity to tlio bill a:id will not attend 
I the liberal conference. Aliniatera aro 
I conhdont that wi:h the accesaioii of 
i thirty- live railicul tiiasontors and doubt- 
i ful.i tlioy will liavo a majority of 'tO.

The hcmio rule debate was resumed in 
the house iif commons to-night. Yiacouut 
Lyniinntdu, liberal, said the bill waa b 
ohaiitic miMiaurc, Ireland required social 
rouiodics. The Agrarian iiuestion was at 
tlio root of the wholo didiciilty. The at- 
torney-general said that ona reason of tho 
failure of reoent Iriah remedial legislation 
waa that it came too late; another reason 
waa that Iho benefits oti'ored wore net 
"■•b.it, ilu3 w;intfd, but whit pariia- 

iiieiit though; tlioy ought to have. Allud- 
ing to Ch;inih'j[ln.in'a views, tho attorney- 
general said tlie bill would go further and 
not retard federation. Protests about 
Ulster wore mainly; buMOomb and bluster, 
and the relifi;ious queatton was merely a 
bogus bugbear intended to frighten Ulster- 
ilea, who.-e alarm waa without foundation, 
The government, ho said, sought to aub- 
stitutoa real for an unreal union, [Cheers.] 
Mr. Gladstone went to NS'indaor to- 
day in obedience to a summons from 
tho queen, and conveyed to her the 
opinion of hiiuslf and colleagues with 
reference to homo rule, and proposed 
tlio dissolution of parliament. Tho 
Queen intimated that she waa willing to 
meet the wishes of tho minister. Baron 
Rothschild has sent the iinionists i'500 
sterling. They are widely circulating 
anti home rule literature. The. govern- 
ment does not promiao recunstruction of 
tho homo rule bill. 

Mr. Trevelyan once again said that he 
was unable to support the bill. 

The speaker quoted an alleged remark 
of Mr. Parnell's to tho effect that ho 
"would not rest until the last link that 
connected Ireland with England had been 
broken," Mr. Parnell here intorpoBed, 
oxolaiining, "This ia not the first time 
that tlii.i calumny has been uttered.

London, May 23. — Lord Randolph 
Ohurchill, in a letter to Gladstone, 
says: "I regret that I waa absunt from 
the house of coiumonH 011 the occasion 
of your speech ou the i2l8t inst. Frotn 
reports I observe that you completely 
misapprehended the meaning of certain 
remarks of mine on . recent occasions in 
regard to the Ulster loyalists, and con- 
sequently pronounced an inipreasiva 
condmnnationj of niy opinions referred 
to, You will not consider nie wanting 
in respect when J assert that you com- 
pletely niissiated my doctrine. My 
opinion that an inevitable result of ea- 
tabliahing' a parliament; in'Dublin such 
as your ; government proposes will he 
civilswarharnmnizea witn opinions ex- 
pressed by an overwhelming majority 
of'the public man of England t'coinpat- 
ent to give judgment, and alinbst 
every person in Ireland of ex[)erionco, 
position and reHpectability. Moreover, 
it is the unanimous and immovable 
conviction of the whole Protestant 
community of Ulster. A close examin- 
ation of the position- led me to the con- 
clusion that the Ulster loyalists are 
jualilied in contending that such a par- 
liament at Dublin will be composed 
mainly of np.tionul Iraguors, who, in 
the guise of parliament, would be 
more tyrannical than in the ])ast. I do 
not lieaitatG to say that should tlieir 
fears be realized, the loyalists would 
be justified in resisting by force of 
arms such a monstrous yoke. If the 
protpction of the imperial parliauiont 
should be withheld, the loyalists would 
be in duty bound, couipelled to pro- 
tect Iherasolves. J also contenc'ed that 
parliament has no moral right to divest 
itself of its responsibilities toward the 
[Jlster loyalists, nor transfer the al- 
legiance of the loyalists to what must 
to them be not only a foreign, but a 
hostile body, without full and freo 
consent of the loyalists themaolves. 
Such has been ray doctrine, elevated 
into coDatitutlonal law by the action 
of tho whigs against the arbitrary gov- 
ernment of James I. Nor can it be 
doubted that the action of the leaguers 
through parliameutjwould bo far more 
ireful than James would have been 
upon England. I never urged resist- 
ance, other than a rigidly constitution 
al one, and if I had any influence I 
would exert it at any sacrifice to pre- 
vent tho line being over-stepped. I de- 
clared that in that struggle they, in 
my opinion, would be in the right;, and 
would clearly be entitled to the sym- 
pathy and support of tho British peo- 
ple. This is what I would have tried 
to say in the house of commons. I feel 
confident that you will admit that 
your description of my' doctrine was 
entirely inaccurate and erroaoous, and 
that nothing in the abore ia inconsist- 
ent with an ex-minister of the crown 
and privy councillor. 

Mr. Gladstone has . replied to Lord 
Bandolpb Ohurobill as follows: *'I 
greatly regret if I have misinterpreted 
your statements, Mj' -words rested 
mainly on your speech in Ulster and 
the closing paragraph of your letter to 
Jlr. Young, the 7th inst. To the latter 
I am constrained to apply exactly the 
same words I expressed in parliament, 

GLADSTONE USING PARTV PRESSURE, 

New York, May 23, — Tribune'* Lon- 
don cablegram: Gladstone has now 
definitely resolved to bring the whole 
pressure of party organization to boar 
against' the independent liberals who 
are intending to oppose the home rule 
bill. To give time to allow theso in- 
iluences to work further delay is neces- 
sary, and the debate will 1)b indefini- 
tely protracted. A division is no'- 
now expected before June 1st, and it 
may probably be still further deferred. 
Local committees are invited to send 
resolutions to Westminster in fai'or 
of tlio bill, and sitting members are to 
receive notice that they will be oppos- 
ed if tbey vote against the bill, aud 
dissolution follows. A prominent 
member of parliament says: The proba- 
bility is that the debate will close noxt 
Friday, although the ministerial lac- 
tics are for delay. The indepondGnt 
liberals and conservatives desire to 
reach a decisive vote, and it will behartl 
for Gladstone to resist. The major- 
ity, as parties now stand, must be 
against the bill, Scotch members have 
generally signified their determination 
to vote no, Gladstone, however, by 
no means gives up hope, and the 
nationalists have not lost conhdenco 
that come what may Ireland will get 
home rule before the close of the year." 

AN EFFOUT AT CONCILIATION. 

London, May 23, — The Gladstone 
committee is making final effort to con- 
ciliate the radical dissenters.
